TOTOWA, N.J. - AUGUST 5. A UFO was sighted over Totowa at 3:30 All 
by Mrs* Joseph Porter of 141 Elizabeth Place, Mrs. Porter reports 
hearinf a pulsating noise, like a motor grinding. She rose from her 
bed, and through her window, toward the east, saw what she describ-' 
ed as an orangy-yellow oval object, which she likened to a flat egg* 
Reports of UFO'S have been made in this area many times during the 
last few months. This section is the West Bergen Area, Passaic, 
and near the Wanaque section.

C ANADA - AUGUST 9* UFO 'BURN' FADES-A mountain younster who 

claimed he received a curved burn on his hand from touching the 
"antenna" of a softly glowing "flying ship", has had no ill effe cts 
from the incident, his mother said today. Mrs. James Cozens, of 
16 Leavesden Place, said that her son Charles, 13, was watched care¬ 
fully for weeks after the March 29 excitement. At that time Charles 
• raced ho^ie after viewing what he termed "two strange ships" land in 
a field behind the Mountain Police Station on Upper Wellington St. 
After repeated questioning as to the seriousness of his allegations, 
the incident was reported to the police. A constable, summoned to 
the boy's home, verified that Charles had. indeed a three inch yel- 
lowish bum mark on his hand. Mrs. Cozens said Charles was taken 
to the family Doctor who advised a test for radioactivity at St. 
Joseph's Hospital. The test was made four days afterwards and a 
geiger counter failed to disclose any cause for concern. Blood 
tests also confirmed no ill effects...... Yesterday, reports of 

UFO'S over Toronto kept Metro and provincial police answering calls 
from citizens in the city and in the Balmy Beach area. Most re¬ 
ports said a strange noise could be heard and one man said he ob- - 
served a large green flying object over the city. In Balmy Beach, 
a policeman said he saw what appeared to be two stars flying para¬ 
llel to each other, with one higher than the other. He said they 
suddenly curved on a 45° angle and moved away at high speed. The 
Charles Cozen claim was the first to include actual contact with a 
UFO. He described the objects as "Eight feet long, four feet wide, 
and three feet high", with "red, blue and green lights set into the 
rim and flickering like a computer". He said they were hard and 
smooth to the tcuch and "I could not feel hot or cold so they must 
have been body temperature." Only one had an "antenna", he said. 

"It was thicker at the base and narrowed to the size of a nickle at 
the top."

New Port Richey - Brooksville. August 23. A high, blinking, blue 
'light* was seen going from South to North at New Port Richey,... 
The same or a similar 'light' was also spotted by several others 
in the Brooksville"area. The time was correlated by all, and it 
was aprox.

Brooksville - August 30. Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Lewis, IIOUFO mem¬ 
bers, saw a bright blue light which seemed to hover at tree-top 
level. The time was 8:50 PM, and the 'light' was seen for aprox. 
one minute.... At 12:00 PM the same night another report was re¬ 
ceived by Mrs. Lewis that another woman had seen the same type of 
blue light going slowly, high in the sky.

Kent, Ohio - August 28. 3:30 AM. An oval-shapeed object, half 

dollar size, was seen hovering over nearby woods. It changed 
color from pale orange, to pink, to bright white. After five min. 
the object disappeared. Soon, it re-appeared, accompanied by an 
identical object. When the objects were in view, all the dogs in

Bardstown, Kentucky - Sept. 1. Unidentified flying objects-—— 

some white and some flashing orange-red — were seen ober Bards¬ 
town and Nelson County Wednesday night..,. Most of the sightings 
reported were from members of the company and the audience at the 
Stephen Foster Story at the amphiteatre on the grounds of MY OLD 
KENTUCKY HOME STATE PARK. Several individual sightings were re¬ 
ported from other parts of this area... The objects were seen at 
the theatre at 9:4-5 PM, 10:20 PM, 10:40 PM, and shortly after 11 
PM. Except for the last time seen, they also increased in num¬ 
bers as each flight moved across the sky. Others reported seeing 
moving objects at 9 PM at Bloomfield and at 11:30 PM near Bards¬ 
town. , Member of the staff of the Kentucky Standard, Mrs. Lelia 
Hardy, was among those who witnessed the flights of the UFO'S..,. 

" I saw them myself and have t alked to over 100 others who also saw 
them.",.. She was standing at the top of the stairways, above the 
boxoffice, with a group of people who had witnessed the first flight 
when she saw six objects, three white, three red, fly across the 
horizon, one behind the other. Another flight went by minutes la¬ 
ter, " three white lights, folowed by four or five flashing orange- 
red lights." 





















The objects made no sound," said Mrs. Hardy, "and they traveled 
too fast to be airplanes."... In the first sighting by the group 
there were two bright white objects and one red. The final, just 
after the end of the performance of the drama, only one white ob¬ 
ject was seen. The UFO'S were sighted south of Bardstown, low on 
the horizon, and traveled in an east-west direction — the oposite 
of earth-bound satellites,... At the Howard Hilton home, the same 
evening, a small telescope was mounted on a stand in the yard for 

a better view of a large object, first -thought to be a star. 

"It was flat in shape and the color changed from green to red to 
white, and at first, appeared to be just one spot, then the color 
changed like a revolving light on a police cruiser. The object 
was larger than a star and was bright enough to be seen with the 
eye..."One thing I can tell you," "there were no reconnaissance 
planes, no planes on maneuvers in the area, I can assure you what

SYRACUSE, N.Y. - Sept* 8. A flashing red and green object — some¬ 
times long and horizontal and sometimes long and vertical— was 
spotted over Camillus last night. But this UFO - though similar to 
others reportedly seen in this area - acted differently thah most 
sightings,.,. It was reported that two objects left the main UFO 
and ONE returned. Mrs. Elenor Walker of 62 North St. and a neigh¬ 
bor, Mrs. Doris Martin, were the first to spot the object. The 
women said the UFO first appeared towards the front of their home. 
Then another appeared near the backyards. The first disappeared... 
However, the second object stayed in one spot until early today,... 
Mrs. Cora MashaW of 59 North St. saw objects leave the UFO. She 
said the objects were smaller than the original object and were red 
in color. The smaller objects split up and disappeared. About an 
hour later, one of the red objects returned to the main UFO, appear 
ing above it, then appearing to "fall into" or "enter" the main UFO 
the persons reported. Another larger object, the same shape and 
size of the original UFO, stopped near the first one, and then it 
"took off." Similar sightings have been reported over North St.

When she first saw it, it was ’blue’ "about 
as big as a car." It was above and slightly behind her when she 
reached the intersection of State Road 50 and Springhill Road..., 
When she made the turn towards her home, the object changed color 
to bright orange, gained altitude, and shrank to "football size". 

It then sped off at a high rate of speed towards the South, and 
since this has been reported, she has been ’followed* at least 5 
more times! Other people, unknown to each other have a Iso reported 
being ’chased* by a ’blue* light in and around the same area.......

Box, 1601, Prt Richey, Fla. that earlier in the evening he had 
observed 3 objects coming from the South, and then one became very . 
much brighter, broke away from the main.formation, and ’fell* * 

straight down, towards the north (Brooksville).!!! - 

Before we leave the subject of UFO’S and automobiles, a report from 
a new friend of "SCOOP’S", Thelma Rowland, teller at the Central 
Plaza Bank and Trust, St. Petersburg, Fla. recalls that way back in 
1959 there were cases of ’sauoers* disrupting car motors that she 
heard of in the area of south-western Virginia.

The object which was possibly the size of a bowling ball burned its 
way through the atmosphere. The Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
sent a group into the bush near Huntsville, Ontario to obtain a fra g 
ment which reportedly fell there... The Space Defense Agency at 
Colorado Springs said the object definitely was not a satellite.,.. 
The glowing streak not only lit up the sky, it lit up switchboards 
from New York to Illinois. Michigan's Gov. Romney was in a plane 

over his state, and asserts he thought we were under attack. 

Illinois State Police seeded off roads to Orion near Marrietta where 
a 'chunk* fell to earth on a soy bean farm, and one farmer in the 

vicinity said the glowing ball of fire was the size of a Bam.-

WAUSAU, WISCONSIN - SEPT. 20. Harold L. Geisse sighted an Uniden¬ 
tified flying object about 3:45 AM this morning from a window of his 
apartment in the Hotel Wausau. He was reticent to talk about it, 
declaring, "I feel a little foolish." He said he had always been 
skeptical about flying objects, but that he had long been on the 
lookout for them... He said he was awakened when 'something* seemed 
to cross his face. "My bed is about 18 inches from the window, it 
was open," he said. "I sat up and saw this assembly of lights. I 
could see no body. It was a circle of lights. It seemed to be mak¬ 
ing a circle as if to land at the airport. It was very low. It 
rose, again, however, and seemed to dive suddenly toward the earth. 
"It reversed itself several times, going aloft and circling. It 
seemed to be moving away at every loop. The circle of lights then 
went out and was replaced by a very strong light," ( This report ' 
in greater detail will be published in a forth-coming issue of the 
HR, IIOUFO'S official publication.

WALLOPS ISLAND, VA. SEPT* 24* A space experiment wafted a huge 
multi-colored cloud hundreds of miles across the sky yesterday and 
was followed by reported sightings of a brilliant unidentified ob¬ 
ject in the East and Mid-West* «i It was shortly after the launching 
that thousands of persons sighted brilliant objects or lights in 
the sky in Virginia, Kentucky, Penn,, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, and 
southern Wisconsin..... Taken at face value, however, NOTT ALL, of 
the reported dightings could be explained away by the colored col¬ 
ored clouds. There was one report of three mysterious objects in 
suburbar Richmond, Va. on Friday Night, HOURS before the Wallops 
Island test. There were several calls to police, and Patrolman 
John G. Pace, sent to check into them, said he saw three objects 
whose light persisted about half and hour. At Anderson, Ind. an 
Anderson security officer making his appointed rounds, reported 
seeing a mysterious round blue object which, he said, started to 
land on the school's football field. The watchman, Henry Pox, 
said he first spotted what looked like a star in the eastern sky, 
moving towards the city. After about 15 minutes, Pox said, the 
blue started to fade and "left a long-slender object like a shaft 
of light sticking up into the air — it was very tall/"••..Many 
of those who reported seeing a brilliant object in the sky were 
pilots and policemen and deputy shefiffs on patrol. Pour airline 
pilots told the O'Hare International Airport control tower at Chi¬ 
cago they sighted a brilliant light, which they estimated at 4,000 
feet, some 100 miles east-northeast of the city. Many different re¬ 
ports are still coming in from this 'event', and full details will 
be forthcoming. As we go to press, more sightings have arrived, 
but space is limited and these will be in full detail next month.,.
